Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1. 3-14. 17-24. 26. 32. 35 and 36 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As to claims 1. 19. 20. 22 and 35 . the prior art fails to teach a system or a 
method for ranking results according to a final score which is a combination of a topical 
score and distance score which is adjusted according to a distance adjustment factor 
(i.e. location sensitivity data). Further wherein the distance adjustment factor controls an 
amount that the distance score changes as a function of the measure of distance from

the geographical location associated with a document (i.e. destination) and the 
geographic location associated with a query (i.e. user). 

4. As to claims 3-14. 17-19. 21. 23. 24. 26. 32 and 36 . those claims are allowed by 
the virtue of their dependency on claims 1,19, 20, 22 and 35 respectively.
